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INCREASE IN HAZARDS 


In extending holiday greetings to motorists 


loday. State Commissioner of Motor Vehicles 
Carroll E. Mealey emphasizes the fact that 
this season which brings rejoicing, also 
brings an increase in the hazards of motoring 
and in the possibilities of motoring mishaps. 


Last year, the commissioner pointed out, 


161 persons lost their lives in auto accidents 
during the 18-day period prior to the first 
of the year. The death toll for the entire 
month of December was 280 persons. 


"No Christmas or New Year's Day can be 


happy when carelessness during the season 
has resulted in accidents -and consequent 
death and injury." the Commissioner said. 
"In the next feu days, we will all be hurrying 
to make last minute gift purchases and will 
be rushing to the homes of our families and 
friends for holiday visits. 


"Motorists should exercise extreme caution 


on slippery roads and streets made hazardous 
by ice or snow and should particularly 
bear in mind that pedestrians, bundle- 
laden arc more likely to disregard or- 
dinary caution in the excitement of holi- 
day shopping. Likewise, pedestrians should 
endeavor 
to 
realize the 
unusual dan- 


gers likely to exist when crossing streets and 
highways while burdened with packages. 
They must not obscure their vision in any di- 
rection at the sacrifice of their own safety. 
The shortest days of the year arc with us. 
There is less sunshine and long, dark after- 
noons and evenings. 


"Mutual cooperation and recognition of 


seasonal hazards will reduce the highway 
mishaps in New York State and will make 
the holiday period a more merry season for 
all of us." 


In a special analysis of accident figures 


for last December, Commissioner Mealey 
shows exactly where caution is most neces- 
sary: 


Of the 280 traffic fatalities for the entire 


month of December, 1938, 229 were males 
and 51 females. Pedestrians, as usual, ac- 
counted for well over half of the toll, num- 
bering 169. Of the pedestrians, 96, or more 
than half, died because of one of these facts: 
Crossing 
between intersections, crossing 


against the signal or coining out from be- 
hind parked cars. Thirteen died because their 
view was obstructed, twelve because of con- 
fusion and seven because they were drunk. 
Of the driver violators in December fatalities, 
28 drove on the wrong side of the road, 29 
didn't have the right of way, 61 were speed- 
ers and 29 were guilty of other acts of reck- 
less driving. The most dangerous hours were 
between 4 and 8 P. M. 


J. H. Harvey of the National Conservation 


Bureau, recommends the following rules for 
motorists who would a\oicl the winter casual- 
ty lists. 


Reduce average speed below that used in 


months when there is no snow or ice. 


Reduce night speed below daytime speed. 
Drive steadily, avoiding sudden starts, 


stops and turns. 


Watch out for children on sleds, especially 


•..here roads are hilly. 


Keep brakes and air pressure in all tires 


equalized. 


Remember that pedestrians will be wearing 


dai k clothing and will be less visible, so slow 
dov.n and be particularly watchful at cross- 
ings. 


Since stopping on ice requires about 5 


times as great a distance as stopping on dry 
pave:rr>r.l, allow considerable stretch for 
stopping. 


Apply brakes gradually and use second 


qcar to help slow down the car, especially 
v. hen facing down hill. 


Keen the \\indshield wiper and defroster 


in good condition; always check them before 
starting on a trip. 


T,ve chains on packed snow or ice, but do 


not depend on them to save you from trouble 
at high speed. 


Do your driving during daylight hours as 


much as possible, keeping in mind that there 
are from 3 to 4 hours less daylight during the 
. winter than during the summer months. 


"Th« pedestrian also needs to be reminded 


of special hazards during winter." Mr. 
Harvey added. "For instance, deaths among 
pedestrians are particularly concentrated 


during hours of darkness. This means that to 
be safe the walker must realize that the driv- 
er's visibility is drastically curtailed at night. 
The pedestrian should be specially careful 
not to step into the roadway before making 
sure that no vehicle is close. He should ob- 
serve, at night even more than in daytime, 
the rule of crossing only at intersections. In 
walking along highways in open country, he 
should face traffic and keep off the traveled 
portion of the pavement as much as possible." 


SOUND PENSIONS MENACED 


The American Association for Social Se- 


curity has worked for more than twenty 
years on sound programs for the care and 
financial protection of the aged. In recent 
years this pioneer agency has found wide 
recognition of the wisdom of its purpose. It 
has seen the adoption of federal and state 
pension plans, both generous and workable. A 
continued, sane development of such plans 
seemed assured. 


Today the Association finds itself sudden- 


ly forced to combat a wave of freak pension 
proposals which menace the sound laws it 
has sponsored in the past. These are the 
"ham-and-eggs" scheme, rejected in Cali- 
fornia, the Bigelow pension scheme in Ohio, 
and various others put forward by financial 
pipe-dreamers. 


Most of these pension panaceas would 


take care of the aged at the expense of other 
groups. 


Worse yet, they would wreck public fi- 


nance, harm business and place an unbear- 
able burden on all who work to earn their 
livelihood. 


There is need for intelligent planning, not 


sentimental rainbow-chasing, in this field. 


If the New World continues moving for- 


ward and the Old World backward, there's 
bound to be some sort of crack-up. 


The politicians now are sowing their mag- 


netic mines.

there was nothing in the law which 
gave the SEC the power to decide 
who shall make a commission and 
who shall not in the matter of sell- 
ing securities. Governmental con- 
trol of the security business was 
designed to regulate practices as 
they relate to investors and not to 
equalize handicaps between com* 


i petitors or to take business away 
i from one set or investment deal- 
ers and give it to another. 


If, indeed, as it begins to look, 


the SEC can exercise the power to 
distribute the profits in the invest- 
ment business, then, one of these 
days, the political machines of the 
country,

craitc, will find the SEC one of 
the best sources of gravy and pat- 
ronage in the whole government, 
because millions of dollars are in- 
volved in these transactions.

This principle, if introduced as a

Rotarians Hear of 
Tuberculosis Work 


James F. Loughraii, a member 


of the Uliter County Committee 
on 
Tuberculosis 
and 
Public 


Health, 
spoke 
to 
his 
fellow 


Rotaritnc at the weekly luncheon 
meeting held Wednesday at the 
Governor Clinton Hotel on the 
work of the local committee. Mr. 
Loughran in his opening remarks 
paid high tribute to Dr. Frederic 
W. Holcomb, superintendent of 
the Ulster County Tuberculosis 
Hospital, who was unable to be 
present at the luncheon meeting. 
Giving of his time, energy and 
talents continuously to this work, 
Dr. Holcomb, he said, was in a 
large measure responsible for the 


great success of the local tuber* 
culosis hospital. 


Following Mr. Loughran's talk 


on the work of the local hospital 
and the committee of about 15, 
which represents all the people of 
the county, motion pictures were 
shown by Edward Bowen of the 
4-H Club. The movies depicted 
the work that is being carried on 
for t u b e r c u l o s i s prevention 
through the funds received by the 
sale of Christmas Seals. 
The 


motion pictures, which were high- 
ly' illuminating" re-emphasized the 
fact ths"t only through constant 
work and vigilance are results ob- 
tained. The importance of early 
diagnosis and periodic treatment 
and proper supervision 
by com- 
petent nurses were 
graphically 


stressed. 


Mr. Loughran pointed out that 


in 1900 the tuberculosis death rate 
in the United States was 202 per 
100,000 population. Today in the 


United States the rate is about 
50 per 100,00 population, or one- 
fourth the rate in 1900. Thirteen 
yean ago the death rate in Ulster 
county from tuberculosis was 100 
per 100,000 population, while in 
1937-38, this high mortality rate 
has been lowered to the present 
figure of approximately 35 per 
100,000. 
Besides the work of tuberculosis 


prevention, the campaign against 
syphillia is also being carried on, 
the speaker said. In announcing 
the motion pictures, Mr. Lough- 
ran said they are being shown in 
high schools and in churches. He 
also told of showing these pic- 
ture* to the 
brothers of St. 
Andrew's at West Park. These 
teachers who are sent throughout 
the world were deeply interested 
in the work.

Dear Mrs. Post: Don't you think 


it would be a good idea to suggcs 
that return addresses be writte 
on envelopes of all letters? Fre 
fluently, I am asked by busines 
people why Mrs. Post doesn't writ 
something on this subject. I an 
told that hundreds of letters — 
even wedding invitations and so 
cial letters—arc returned yearly tc 
the post oflicc because they bea 
no return address. Perhaps manj 
people who now do not think ser 
lously of this detail might realize 
its importance if you put the sea 
of approval on the return address 


Answer. According to long es 


tablished traditions of taste, for 
mal social notes should not have 
addresses of senders on the enve 
lopes. Ho\vc\cr, in cases of doubi 
as to correct address, this rule 
may be waived. 


Regarding other mail, I have 


written in my book "Etiquette— 
the Blue Book of Social Usage" 
Business letters should have the 
addresses of their senders clearly 
printed so that in case the letter 
is not delivered it may be re- 
turned without delay. But when 
wo \\rite personal letters to our 
friends it is scarcely necessary to 
notify them, on the outside of the
